Under all Inese conditions it would 
be well for the county central commit- 
tees of all parties not to attempt any 
interference 
with the rights of the 


people In the matter of selecting and 
electing delegates and committeemen. 
It is not"sufficient to assume that the 
voters in each precinct and delegate- 
district are not. competent to get up a 
delegate ticket or that they will for- 
get it. 
There has never been a time 


when they have forgotten it or were in- 
competent to do it, and they have 
been sending up delegates for many 
years. 
The central committee of no 


arty should attempt such a usurpa- 
on of power under the present law. 
t might have Veen, excusable under the 
Id law, but under the present law it 
ould be Inexcusable, owing to the 
act before stated, that the delegate 
nder the new law will represent the 
.eople and not »ny committee. 
Section 1 of the law provides that 


ill nomination shall be made "by con- 
•entions of delegates to be elected by 
neans of a. primary election under the 
irovlsions of this act." 


Section 50 piovides that "nomina- 


ions shall be made by majority vote 
if all the delegates 
elected to each 


•onvention." 


These provisions ought to be ample 


o point out the fact that central com- 
nlttees will do well not to attempt to 
nterfere In a matter that by. law has 
been placed in the hands of the peo- 
ple. The people are competent to se- 
ect their own delegate tickets and

would be bestowing a great favor on 
the members of the society If they 
would notify them of the fact. 


The physicians who are In charge 


of the work ar<> Dru. Yarnell and San- 
ders, and they will devote on hour ev- 
ery other day to thjs work. 


The office, which Is located In the 


basement of the First Baptist church, 
will be open on Mondays, Wednesdays 
and Fridays fr<m £ till 6 o'clock, and 
the doctors will be there at that time 
to receiev all of the parents that call. 
tf It can be shown that the patient Is 
unable to pay for having the work 
done, their ca.at will be treated free of 
charge until a cure Is effected. 


The room in which the office Is lo- 


cated is In the basement of the church 
and has been fitted up In first class 
style by the members of the society. 
There is a 
eceptlon room, and also 


an operating rnom In which to treat the 
cases. The drugs and other essentials 
necessary In the work, are furnished 
by the members of the society, who 
have already laid In quite a supply to 
begin the work with.

Stood in Front of Mirror. 


Mra. Merrls evidently stood In front 


of a mirror nnd fired the fatal shot, 
for her bodv was found lying in front 
of a dresser in her bedroom. 
The wo- 


man "was alone In the house at the 
tirae,_ Her two daughters, aged 12 and 
9 years, were at the home of Mis. O. 
G. Pra'ther at the time the shot was 
fired,. The girls went to the home of 
Mrs. Prather about 7 o'clock and said 
that their mother was so blue and 
so worried the.t they did not want to 
stay at home. 
They had been at the 


Prathei home less than ten minutes 
when there was Ihe sound of a pistol 
shot as though muffled Mr*. Prather 
ra,n, to the front of the Merria house 
and while standing there undecided if 
she should enter, theie was another 
shot and the bullet shattered the win- 
dow pane a feu feet away and directly 
In fiont of her. 


A Second Shot. 


When Mrs. Prather went toward the 


front of the house the little girls ran 
Into their own l.ome ihrough the kitch- 
en door and before Mrs. Prather, after 
hearing the second shot, could-decide 
what ^to do they came from the rear 
of* the house screaming 
that 
their 


mother was dead. They had seen the 
body lying on the floor In the front 
room and then turned to the rear door 
and flpd. In a moment other neighbors 
came and entered the House and found 
Mrs. Merris lying on the floor and be- 
side her was a 32 calibre bulldog re- 
volver. 
She hieathed only once or 


twice after tho neighbors entered the 
house. 
She had shot herself Just In 


front of the right ear and the bullet 
had ranged downward and backward, 
coming out behind the left ear. All 
of the persons who were within hear- 
ing distance s-iy there were two shots. 
and from what Mrs. Prather says it 
Is evident that the first shot was the 
one which killed the woman. 
The be- 


lief Is that either a convulsive move- 
ment of the hand caused the second 
fire or thnt sh» retained consciousness 
for a second or two and made an ef- 
fort to shoot Siorself a second time. 


Three Small Children. 


Mrs. Merris was S9 years old. She 


leaves two daughters, aged 12 and 9 
years, and one son. aged 14. He was 
visiting at 
the 
home of his uncle, 


Charles Merris—near Mt. ZIon. at the 
time of the tragedy. Of her own fam- 
ily Mrs. Merm had no relatives ex- 
cept two sisters living in Shelbvvllle. 


The neighbJ'-B who were Intimate 


with Mrs. Merris say that while they 
never heard her threaten to commit

suicide she had repeatedly said (hat 
since the death of her husband hf« 
was not worth living and that if it 
«as not for her children she would pie- 
fer to be dead. 


A Nervous Wreck. 


The unfortunate woman was a nei- 


vous wreck and her'physicians had th- 
en her littlj encouragement thit «he 
could ever get relief 
It IB said that 


sometimes In the night she would get- 
up out of bed and (ro out to walk on 
the streets because she was so ner\ ou« 
that she could not lie still. 
Her tv- 


treme nervousness and her grief 
the dea'h of her husband are regard- 
ed as 
the 
causes 
which 
led to 


the act. 
Some persons feared that ihe 


woman was inc-.ne. 
Mrs. Prather did not say that, but 


she said that after the first pistol tliot 
when she first came to the Merris resi- 
dence she did not know what Mi«. 
Merris might be doing. 
When the 


second shot was fired and the gl.iss 
was shattered In front of her. she de- 
cided that sh<* would not enter tlio 
house until some other persons an heel. 
She did not say so, but it was evident 
that Mrs. Prather feared that the \vo- 
man had become suddenly and violent- 
ly Insane and was shooting indiscrim- 
inately. 
The remains were removed to the 


undertaking parlors of Brlntllngor & 
Hawkins and there prepared for buiul.
